DIPLOMATIC CAREER 


‘In 1652, Sir Thomas embarked 
upon the diplomatic career In which 
he was'to especially distinguish him- 
self, by belng nominated Vice-Consul 
for Shanghai, where he also acted as 
Inspector of Customs for the Chinese 
Government. Here he served until 
1855, when Slr John Bowring ap- 
pointed him to the post of Chinese 
Seerctaryship in the Superintendency 
of Trade for the Colony of Hongkong. 

His famillarity with the Chinese 
character’ and language. became so 
widely appreciated that he was aot 
tached to.Lord Elgin's Mission to 
Chinn in 1857-59, and in the Inst 
nomed year he wrs_ appointed 
Chinese Secretary to the’ British 
Mission In China. : 

Tho peculiar talents of such aon 
secomplished Hngulst_soon came to 
the attention of the Home Govern- 
ment, which in 1861 nominated him 
as a cp. (Civin Diviston). In the

Diplomatic Service in 1883, and re- 
tlred- to Cambridge, where he was 
Invited to fill the Chair of Professor 
of Chinese Language. and Literature 
in the University which was his 
alma mater. Like Dr. Legge, who 
made the most ‘of his residence in 
Hongkortg by translating the Chincse 
Classics into Engilsh, Sir Thomas 
ikewlse displayed his interest in his 
chosen field by penning the admir- 
able wade mecum of students of the 
language —- the “Tsu-Erh-Chi” — a 
handbook of Chinese studics which 
for nearly half a century has ¢en- 
abled carnest scholars to delve with 
more certitude into the wenlth of 
Chinese lore. ; 

In -short, Sir Thomas Wade was 
the one who, through his extensive 
knowledge of. Chinese . when such

DIPLOMATIC CAREER 


In 1852, Sir Thomas embarked 
upon the diplomatic carcer In which 
he was to especially distinguish him- 
self, by being nominated Vice-Consul 
for Shanghai, where he also acted as 
Inspector of Customs [for the Chinese 
Government. Here he served untll 
1855,. when Sir John Bowring ap- 
polnted him to the post of Chinese 
Scerctaryship in the Superintendency 
of Trade for the Colony of Honekong. 

His famillarity .with the Jhinese 
character and language became $0 
widely appreciated that he wos ‘ot- 
tached to Lord Elgin's Mission to 
Ching in 1857-59, and in the Jast 
named. year he was appointed 
Chinese Seerctary to the British 
Mission In China. 

The peculfar talents of: such an 
eecomplished lingutst soon eame to 
{he attention of the Home Govern- 
ment, which In 1861 nominated him 
os a cu. (Crvia Drviston). In the 
following year, he became Chinese 
Secretary and Translator to the 
Britlsh Legation fn China, and for a 
time was acting Charge d’Affatres at 
Peking. 

Between the years’ 1864 and 1871, 
Sir Thomas Nled twa appointments 
as Envoy Extraordinary and Minls- 
ter Plenipotentiary to the Chinese 
Government, and for his exertions in 
hegotinting Important treaties with 
the Dragon Throne and obtaining

RETIREMENT ‘TO CAMBRIDGE 


Slr Thomas retired from the 
Diplomatic Service in 1883, and re- 
tired to Cambridge, where he was 
invited to fll the Chair of Professor 
of Chinese Language and Literature 
-in-the-University--which—was——hls- 
alma mater. Like Dr. Legge, .who 
made the most of his residence in 
Hongkong by translating the Chinese 
Classics into English, Sir Thomas 
Ikewlse displayed his interest in his 
chosen Neld by penning the odmir- 
able vade mecum of students of the 
language — the ‘“TsueErh-Chi"' — a 
handbook of Chinese studies which 
for nearly half a century has en- 
abled earnest scholars to delve with 
more certitude into the wealth of 
Chinese lore, 

in short, Slr Thomas Wade was 
the one who, through his extensive 
knowledge of Chinese when such 
knowledge was a sine qua non in 
most things as for as the colonial 
administration in this Colony was 
concerned, rendered services to the 
Crown, which in those days of em- 
pire building were invalunble. It §s 
on account of this admirable carcer 
of service that posterity lauds his 
memory.

Un- 
fortunately some of the Chinese 
in the Colony have a deeply- 
rooted disine:ination to notifying 
the Medical Department when 
their people contract discases. 
This prejudice may be the out- 
growth of fear or ignorance, or 
both, but in any event it is a 
condition which must be swiftly 
remedied. If the ‘prosecution of 
the mother mentioned above 
has , done no more, it has 
given. publicity to a deplor- 
able state: of affairs which, 
as Jong as it exists, will make 
the fighting of cpidemica a 
nightmare for authority and 
undo much of the good work
